An approved selection from re- 
gistered seed is the basic stock 
from which registered seed is 
grown. This selection is made by a 
plant breeder and in some cases by 
growers having special aptitudes 
and an intimate knowledge of the 
variety in all its details. It con- 
sists in multiplying individually 
the progeny of plants which are 
most promising and typical of the 
variety and in eliminating the 
progeny of plants showing weak- 
nesses of any kind, says Arthur 
Dumais, Plant Products Division, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


The process of re-selecting seed 
stocks which takes a number of 
years, is done under the joint sup- 
ervision of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association and of the 
Plant Products Division. A sample 
of the final selection is sent to the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion for a comparative growing 
test and any other tests which may 
be deemed necessary. All factors 
inherent the variety such as 
yield, quality, earliness, strength 
of straw, resistance to disease and 
insects are carefully compared and 
appraised.

SCIENCE IN OUR LIVES 


(Contributed) 


Whatever else we may say about science, we must admit two 
things: it has played its part in bringing about the comfortable living 
conditions of today compared with a century or two ago, and it has at 
the same time added to the complexities of living. 


So much progress has been made in the application of science that 
we are only surprised these days if we. are not amazed by something 
new at close intervals. Things which would have seemed nothing short 
of miraculous to our grandfathers are accepted as a matter of course. 
We are being weaned, very slowly, from the idea that an inventor, a 
scientist, or a professor, is a long-haired gentleman, a little wild in the 
head, who has crazy ideas which sometimes work out. 


Advancement has been accomplished by fits and starts. Some un- 
known genius of the long-ago past mixed nine parts of copper with 
one part of tin and made bronze, thereby lifting mankind from the 
stone to the metal age. 

Archimedes discovered the screw about 250 B.C., but it was not de- 
veloped past its primitive form until Leonardo da Vinci went to work 
on it in the 15th Century. And only the other day, Great Britain, Canada 
and the United States got together for the first time to standardize 
threads, so as to make screws interchangeable. ¥ 

It was not until the 18th Century that a Swedish savant, Linnaeus, 
undertook the task which, according to the Book of Genesis, had been 


Adam's: to name all the animals and plants. Linnaeus did a scientific 
job. 


WHAT IS SCIENCE? 

An interesting pyramid descriptive of the sciences is set up by 
Professor R, C. Tolman, of the California Institute of Technology. 

At the base he places mathematics, which selects for study from 
the real world only the simplest and most general ideas such as of 
order, number and size. 

By adding further ideas, like those of matter, energy and electricity, 
we come to the science of physics. 

By including the ideas of different kinds of substance and of chemi- 
cal change from one kind to another, we arrive at chemistry. 

By adding the ideas of a special kind of matter called living, and 
of a special kind of behaviour called mental, we come to biology and 
psychology. And, says Professor Tolman, “by including in our study 
more and more of the complexities of the actual world around us, we 
could pass on to social psychology, economics, and the social sciences 
in general.” 

This view brings out the important maxim that we should not be 
so impressed by the apparent diversity of science as by its real unity. 

Discoveries in science almost always have their starting point in 
an hypothesis supplied by imagination and intellectual adventure. In 
early days the scientist roamed no farther than his city walls, and 
everything beyond a very small radius was unknown: today we have 
built a huge telescope to pierce the Milky Way. 

After imagination comes trying things out. The mischievous monkey 
pulls things apart; the same urge in man leads him to put things to- 

forms. Much of his struggle seems to the out- 


gether in ever differing f 
sider to be quite pointless, but he has his eye on some goal which may 
have to be reached by a roundabout road. More discoveries have been 
made as a result of persistence than because of mental brilliance. 

THE SCIENTIFIC METHOD 

Scientists must be doubters and sceptics, because those who are 
satisfied with things as they are, and with today’s explanations of 
things, will never discover anything new, nor will they add to the ad- 
vancement of culture or the living standard of mankind. 

Science is primarly a matter of getting at facts and trying to ex- 
plain them. The scientist must be unbiased in collecting his facts and 
weighing the evidence. When he comes upon unexpected phenomena his 
first response is doubt. Darwin's. writings are a model of refusal to go 
beyond the direct evidence, and he gives its full weight to every pos- 
sible hypothesis. : 

Gravitation was just an hypothesis until it has been tested, then it 
became a theory. Applying this theory, and observing the behaviour 
of other planets, Leverrier and Adams discovered a planet (Neptune) 
they could not see. 

One must be grateful to Carl L. Becker, author of The Heavenly 
City of the Eighteenth-Century Philosophers, for the happy way in 
Which he describes this scientific penetration of the Unknown: “Newton 
did not doubt that the heavens declare the glory of God; but he was 
concerned to find out, by looking through a telescope and doing a sum 
in mathematics, precisely how they managed it.” 

The experiment is another method of science. Galileo did not rest 
content with what Aristotle had said about falling bodies, nor did he 
accept the reasonable supposition that a ten-pound weight would fall 
to the ground more quickly than a one-pound weight: he let them fall 
from the leaning tower Pisa and showed that things naturally fall with 
the same speed, not proportioned to their weight 

These virtues of the method of science: scepticism until the proof 
is shown; collection of all the facts: classification, forming an hy- 
potheses: these virtues might well be carried over into social and politi- 
cal life with benefit to individuals and to the country.

Israel’s First Six Monhts 
Achievement | Remarkable 


By Kenneth Bilby 
TEL AVIV, Nov. 27.—-Israel has 
just rounded out its first half 
year of statehood with a victori- 
ous war behind it and with a 
formidable program of agricultural 
resettlement as its neXt goal. 


The government and people of 
Israel feel, with much justification, 
that the war has been decided. Al- 
most imperceptibly the state’s main 
effort is shifting today from battle 
to internal development. The Negeb 
and Galilee already have become 
the scene of a far-reaching re- 
settlement program. , 


Already trucks loaded with build- 
ing material are flowing south. For 
the first time since May 14 the 
neglected Negeb desert region is 
beginning to sprout new colonies. 
Within the next six months scores 
of settlements will dot the desert 
land, some much farther south than 
the present outposts around Bir 
Asluj, sixteen miles below Beer- 
sheba. 

The Israeli 75,000-man army has 
not begun to demobilize because 
two unbroken Arab armies—those 
of Iraq and Trans-Jordan — still 
pose a potential threat to Israeli 
borders. There may be more battle 
flurries but the possibility of de- 
stroying the new state has been re- 
moved, in the opinion of Israeli 
leaders. 

Best indication of the new trend 
is a government shift which 
has occurred within recent days 
Levi Eshkol (formerly Skolnik), 
Assistant Defense Minister, who 
was one of Premier David Ben- 
Gurion’s military stalwarts, has 
been shifted to the Jewish Agency 
Executive, where he will assume 


control of the agricultural re- 
settlement program. 
Mr. Eshkol is a military man 


with a long experience in the kib- 
butzim, or settlements. The fact 
that Mr. Ben-Gurion has released 
him, plus other lesser officials, pro- 
vides the best testament of the 
urgency with which the govern- 
ment views land development. 

Berl Locker, chairman of the 
Agency Executive, estimated that 
$200,000,000 in agency funds will 
be required in the coming year to 
keep the settlement program going 
and to create new industries, with 


their attendant job opportunities 
for tens of thousands of immi- 
grants. It also will be necessary to

restore a proper balance to Israel's 
economy. 


“Most of our experts tell us,”’ Mr. 
Locker said, “that we must have 20 
to 25 per cent of our population in 
agricultural pursuits to obtain a 
balanced economy. We have about 
15 per cent now, so there must be 
a shift toward the land.” 

In any review of the state’s 
achievements in the first six 
months, the army’s role must be 
predominant. It grew with aston- 
ishing speed. It organized virtually 
over night, and it fought far better 
than most people has suspected it 
would. It has become a military 
power to be reckoned with in any 
assessment of Middle Eastern af- 
fairs. 

Though less publicized and less 
spectacular, some solid gains have 
been registered internally by the 
state. In the words of acting 
United Nations Mediator Dr. Ralph 
J. Bunche, it has become a 
“vibrant reality.” 

The government itself is develop- 
ing along Western lines. The judi- 
cial system with magistrate courts, 
district courts and a seven-man su- 
preme court in Jerusalem, is well 
established. The cabinet of 13 
ministers is governing under the 
watchful eye of the 37-member 
State Council. 

A police force of 2,000 men has 
been formed out of the remnants 
of the mandatory force. A _ total 
of 1,300 new policemen have been 
trained and placed on duty. 

The government has set up a 
civil service, with 5,000 employees, 
excluding the police and _ public 
school teachers. The civil service 
commission is studying the prob- 
lems of gradings and salaries and 
is attempting to weed out incom- 
petent and corrupt employees in- 
herited from the mandate era. 

The finance minister has stabi- 
lized the value of the new Israeli 
pound, of which 24,000,000 have 
been placed in circulation. The 
first coins, with a provisional de- 
sign, are nearly ready for issue. In- 
come taxes have been collected at 
the rate of $60,000,000 annually. 
The mandatory government col- 
lected only $28,000,000 more from 
the entire Arab and Jewish popu- 
lation of Palestine. 

Air and telegraphic communica- 
tions have been established With all 
major countries. A 2,000-kilometer 
(1,240-mile) road network has been 
given much neglected maintenance 
and repair work on a regular sched- 
ule. The crowning achievement in 
this respect has been the construc- 
tion of a new two-way paved high- 
way sixty kilometers ( thirty-seven 
miles) long, which links Israel to 
Jerusalem through a corridor in 
Arab Palestine. 

The first railroad jJine under gov- 
ernment ownership had started 
operating between Hadera and the 
Lebanese border. Spur lines are 
planned south into Tel Aviv, skirt- 
ing the Arab triangle, and service 
is expected to be resumed before 
long between Tel Aviv and Jerusa- 
lem. The Israeli National Airways 
has been founded and DC-4 planes 
soon will begin service between 
Israel and Europe. 

There has been a concerted ef- 
fort to integrate from 50,000 to 
70,000 Moslems into Israeli life. 
Labor exchanges have been set up 
for Arab workers, and Arab offi- 
cials are on the government's pay 
roll. There is an Arab magistrate 
in Nazareth and an Arab Town 
Council member in Haifa. 

Despite its solid achievement, 
the new state is by no means 
perfect, and some of its worst ene- 
mies are those visitors who pro- 
claim to the world that it is a 
flawless creation. It is no such 
thing, and responsible government 
officials frankly admit it. 

The cost of living, for example, 
has not been effectively controlled, 
Prices are out of proportion to 
wages, and a black market has es- 
tablished sinister roots. The plight 
of some salaried government offi- 
cials is desperate. 

In the aftermath of the brutal 
assassination of Count Folke Ber- 
nadotte, late U.N. mediator, ter- 
rorism has been’ temporarily 
squelched, But the most sanguine 
Isralei does not believe it has been 
eradicated for good The mere fact 
that a nation-wide manhunt in a 
state as small as Israel has failed 
to unearth the assassins is evidence 
that terrorists’ sympathizers still 
exist. 

Perhaps the acid test of Israel's 
durability will come after the peace 
settlement and after the first na- 
tional elections, now scheduled to 
take place between Jan, 7 and Jan. 
14. The conduct of elections with- 
out supervision or interference will 
provide a searching spotlight on

the depth of democratic roots in 
Israel, 


When the election law has been 
adopted the State Council will vote 
itself out of existence. It will be 
supplanted by a Constituent As- 
sembly, which will adopt a consti- 
tution and which in turn will be 
superseded by a permanent Parlia- 
ment. Because this Parliament will 
be a gauge of Israel's democracy, 
the government is determined that 
it will not be an exact duplicate 
of any in existence. 


“We will attempt to incorporate 
the best features of every demo- 
cratic legislative body in the 
world,” one official explained. 

An encouraging augury of Israeli 
feelings is that section of the elec- 
tion law adopted this week by the 
State Council. It extends the fran- 
chise to every Christian, Moslem 
and Jew residing within territory 
held by Israeli arms. There is only 
one requirement for the vote—a 
declared intention to become a 
citizen of the new state.

As the new year opens the poli- 
tical topics which hold the inter- 
est of observers are more numer- 
ous and varied than, perhaps, at 
any other time in the history of 
Canada, The effectiveness of the 
United Nations organization, the 
possibilities of the Atlantic pact 
and the aggressive designs of Com- 
munist Russia are the high spots 
in the discussions on our external 
relations, but Canadian affairs still 
dominate in most circles. 

OUR PARLIAMENT 

With the opening date set for 
January 26th even the most hard- 
ened and cynical are looking for- 
ward to it with lively anticipation. 
One prominent press man claims it 
is because of “a belief that they 
are about to witness the opening 
tableau in a brand new political 
pageant.” 

There are a number of reasons 
for this feeling including the idea 
that it might be the last session 
before a general election. But the 
principal reason is new faces “new 
and dynamic personalities in new 
places.”’ First interest is centred in 
the new Prime Minister, Right 
Honourable Louis St. Laurent 
Chosen as leader of the Liberal 
Party at its National Convention 
in August after seven years as a 
Minister of the government, all 
Canada will watch his leadership 
with pride in his dignity and 
ability. 

Three other personalities on the 
government side will be watched 
as they take new and _ higher 
places. Hon. Robert Winters in the 
House of Commons since 1945, 
takes Mr. Ilsley’s place as Nova 
Scotia’s representative in the Cab- 
inet. Mr Garson has already 
achieved standing as a _ national 
figure while serving as Premier 
of Manitoba. He is recognized par- 
ticularly as an authority on Dom- 
inion-Provincial relations and on 
freight rates. Mr. Pearson comes to 
the House of Commons after many 
years as Canada’s best known civil 
servant 
THE OPPOSITION 

It is not only the government 
side that has taken on a “new 
look.” The official opposition has 
in Mr. George Drew a new and 
dynamic leader who will stir re- 
newed interest in the battle of the 
House of Commons. Like Mr. Gar- 
son he comes to the House after a 
successful term as a_ provincial 
premier marred only by his per- 
sonal defeat in Toronto last sum- 
mer. 

Certainly January 26th will see 
eyes all across Canada focussed on 
Ottawa. Only the C.C.F. and So- 
cial Credit parties go to the open- 
ing with leadership unchanged. 
The pattern of their “opposition” 


is not expected to change from 
that followed since the 1945 gen- 


eral election. 
CLOSED 

It was not a happy holiday sea- 
son for the employees of the Sas- 
katchewan Government owned tan- 
nery and shoe factory. The C.C.F 
Party used to have as its slogan 
“humanity first.’’ Now it dismisses 
a whole staff with “regrets for the 
personal problems involved” and 
claims that it is doing ‘“‘what is 
possible to mitigate the circum- 
stances.” 
THE TRADE PICTURE 

Mr Howe's year end report on 
our trade has made a marked im- 
pression. With the highest levels 
of production and trade in our 
peacetime history and with levels 
of income and employment which 
have never been exceeded 1948 
was a good year for Canada. Again 


we are reminded of the dependence 
of our domestic prosperity upon 
our foreign trade. 


WE STAND ON GUARD 


Health, according to the defini- 
tion of the World Health Organiza- 
tion, is a state of complete physi- 
cal, social and mental well being, 
not just the absence of disease or 
infirmity. This implies that we 
should not wait for sickness to 
strike before taking measures to 
protect our health.

Soil Deficiency 
To Be Corrected 


An interesting program of soil 
correction is reported from Aus- 
tralia. To the southeast of Ade- 
laide and bordering the coast is 
an area known as The Coorong, or 
the “90-mile Desert.” This region 
has been the object of considerable 
scientific research by government 
authorities in recent years, which 
has demonstrated that while the 
area has a dependable and ade- 
quate rainfall, it has been limited 
in productivity by soil deficiencies 
of zinc and copper. Investigation 
and experiment have shown that 
treatment with superphosphate 
containing zinc and copper will 
allow good permanent pastures to 
be established on soil once consid- 
ered worthless. 


It is reported that the Australian 
Mutual Provident Society proposes 
to acquire a large tract of land in 
this part of South Australia where 
it will undertake a large-scale ag- 
ricultural development program. 
This is the first effort of the kind 
made by an Australian life insur- 
ance company, and if successful, it 
will open up e@ large area of land 
for settlement, which was previ- 
ously considered useless. 


1948 Wool Clip 
The 1948 Canadian wool clip is 
expected to be 8.4 million pounds 
which is a decline of 17 per cent 
from that of 1947. Imports for 
1948 are expected to increase by 
13 per cent and exports to decline 


by 12 per cent, leaving about 
94 million pounds available for 


domestic use, or an increase of 10 
per cent compared with 1947.

ably be maintained during 1949. 
Increased production of concentra- 
ted milk products may absorb any 
decrease which may occur in sales 
of fluid milk. 
EGGS AND POULTRY 

Egg production is expected to 
decline somewhat during the first 
half of 1949. The present outlook 
for export outlets for eggs does 
not justify any expansion in egg 
production. Prices which prevailed 
during 1948 and expectations of a 
sustained consumer demand may 
tend to encourage an_ increased 
production of market poultry in 
1949, 


FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 

Jood fruit crops are expected 
in 1949. There is some possibility 
of over-production of such fruits as 
apples, plums and prunes, and 
raspberries. Demand is expected to 
remain generally firm with some 
price decline for those fruits which 
may be in surplus supply. The out- 
look for potatoes in 1949 is for de- 
pressed prices in the event of an- 
other above-average crop. Vege- 
table acreage increased in 1948 to 
a level that is likely to be main- 
tained rather than increased. 
HONEY 

With prospects of an exception- 
ally large carry-over and a pro- 
duction of from 35 to 50 million 
pounds, a decline in prices may be 
expected in 1949, 
MAPLE PRODUCTS 

The demand for maple products 
in Canada in 1949, is expected to 
continue at about the same level as 
in 1948. Farm prices may decline 
as a result of an abundant supply 
of competing products. 
OILSEED CROPS 

In view of the difficult export 
Situation and the large carry-over, 


particularly of flaxseed, it is 


doubtful if the 1949 acreage of 
flaxseed and fYapeseed should be 
maintained at 1948 levels. The

LIVERPOOL 

With the opening up of trade 
and commerce to the New World, 
Liverpool on the River Mersey, in 
Lancashire, owing to its geograph- 
ical position, became the main port 
of Britain for shipping to the 
American continent The first 
steamship to enter the Mersty was 
the Elizabeth in 1815, while the 
first steamer to cross the Altantic 
from Liverpool was the Royal Wil- 
liam in 1838 


Today, as the steamer approach-

es Liverpool, it passes the longest 
line of docks in the world: 38 miles 
in all. Three fine: modern build- 
ings dominate the central landing 
stage, and give character to the 
city’s skyline. The Liver Biulding 
has two mighty towers each sup- 
porting a liver bird; the Cunard 
Building is an imposing one, while 
the Dock Board Centre is crowned 
with an emerald green dome. 


As the visitor walks through the 
bustling seaport, his eye will be 
attracted by the architecture of 
many of the modern commercial 
palaces. A block of insurance of- 
fices, for example, has a Renais- 
sance tower crowned by a golden 
cupola and unusual window motifs.

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at once arrest the traveller's atten- 
tion. The first of these is the Pro- 
testant Liverpool Cathedral with 
its great central tower buttressed 
by twin transepts. The fabric was 
begun in 1904, and the first section 
of the building was consecrated in 
1924 in the presence of King 
George V and Queen Mary. It is 
expected that this beautifui edi- 
fice will not be finished for another 
20 years; in size it will then be un- 
rivalled by any other cathedral 
with the exception of St. Peter's 
in Rome. The plans of the archi- 
tect, Sir Gilbert Scott, show that 
its total length will be 619 feet. 


SILVER DOME 


The Metropolitan Cathedral built 
for the large Roman Catholic com- 
munity of Liverpool, was designed 
by Sir Edward Lutyens who also 
planned the famous Cenotaph in 
Whitehall, London, When it is fin- 
ished it wili have a great silver 
dome, 168 feet in diameter which 
will rise above the rooftops of this 
busy city. The crypt and the first 
section, consisting of three chapels, 
are almost completed, 


At the far end of Liverpool's Vic- 
toria Street is the main entrance to 
the great Mersey Tunnel which 
links the city with Birkenhead 
across the Mersey and is 
over two miles long. Thirty-six 
feet wide this under-river tunnel 
will accommodate four lines of 
traffic abreast. It was a great day 
for Merseyside when King George 
V performed the official opening 
ceremony in 1934. Among Liver- 
pool's other fine buildings is the 
Philharmonic Hall, regarded as an 
ideal hall for musical perform- 
ances, perfect architecturally and 
acoustically 

As the visitor wanders through 
the older parts of the city he will 
see examples of the best Georgian 
architecture. One of these is the 
Royal Institution in Colquitt 
Street, built in 1799 as a private 
residence, which reveals the ele- 
gant lines and architectural fea- 
tures of the age. The Old Theatre 
Royal, built in 1772, is used today 
as a cold storage depot, while the 
old Bluecoat Hospital, known as 
Bluecoat Chambers, was partially 
destroyed during the air raids in 
the second World War. Neverthe- 
less the walls still remain, showing 
the brick elevations and the grace- 
ful stone decorations of the period. 

Liverpool Corporation has re- 
ceived recently from the National 
Trust, Speke Hall, a fine old Tudor 
mansion situated a little way from 
the city. Its timber construction 
supports a stone base, its exter- 
ior shows interlacing wood frame- 
work and it is filled with objects 
which demonstrate the high tech- 
nique of Tudor craftsmen 
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U.S. Milk Prices 


Dairy product prices received by 
United States farmers declined 
from September to October, con- 
trary to usual seasonal price 
increases in other years Reduc- 
tions in prices of manufactured 
dairy products caused a drop in 
price of milk for manufacturing 
The average wholesale price re- 
ceived by farmers was $4.93 per 
100 lbs. in October, compared with 
$4.98 in September. 


The price of fluid milk has 
declined in October in central 
United States y-here formula prices 
are used; in other markets prices 
have remained unchanged although 
they usually rise during this per- 
iod. Consumption of fluid milk 
and cream in 1948 will be around 
390 lbs. per person, compared with 
400 in 1947 and 340, the pre-war 
average. Consumers’ expenditures 
for fluid milk are still above nor- 
mal in relation to their incomes,
